25 foot strip of land, according 
to-notification received by City 
Attorney Claude Jones. à 

Leo J. Rader, deceased, ac- 
cording to the order, dedicated 
the land to'the-city in 1936 by 
written agreement for use as a 
street, upon the possibility of 
the city acquiring, within a re 
sonable time an adjacent strip 
25 feet wide. 

Nothing was done until Febru- 
ary, 1950 when Rader made a 
quit claim deed to the city, 
again contingent on the city ob- | 
taining the adjacent strip with 
no time limit specified. 

Following the death of Rader} 
in 1952, the president of Rader 
Properties, Inc., verbally noti- 
fied the city that he considered 
the dedication ended. The ad-

“In the case of migratory 
birds we must assume that dur- 
ing the ages they have acquired 
an instinctive urge to fly in a 
given direction — usually north 
in spring, south in summer — 
and that they determine direc- 
tion by the same sun navigation 
used by homing birds,” Ama- 
don said. 

“Thus we have the first def- 
inite solution of part of the prob- 
lem of bird navigation — not 
all of it, of course, for many 
birds migrate at night,” and 
these have shown that they do 
not find their way by the moon,” 
Amadon concluded.

The GI Bill, a law that has 
left its lasting imprint on the 
lives of millions of veterans and 
on America itself, reached its 
tennth anniversary recently. 

‘The law—signed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt on June 
22, 1944, contained three major 
benefits to help veterans in re- 
adjustment to civilian life. 

‘One, was a program of guar- 
anteed loans for homes, farms 
and businesses. It still is in 
force. Another, education and 
training at Government ex- 
pense, is approaching its end. 
‘The third, readjustment allo 
ances for periods of unemploy 
ment already has faded into 
history. 

On signing the GI Bill in 
1944, the President said, “this 
law gives emphatic notice to the 
men and women of our armed 
forces that the American peo- 
ple do not intend to let them 
down.” 

But veterans have not let 
down the American people 
either, according to statistics 
releasd recently by the Veterans 
Administration. 

Through the GI Bill, World 
War II veterans have become 
the best educated group of peo- 
ple in the history of the United 
States 

Because of their ‘training, 
they have raised their income 
level to the point where they 
now are paying an extra billion 
dollars a year in income taxes 
to Uncle S: 3 

At this rte, GI Bill-trained 
entire $15 billion cost of the GI 
education and training program 
within the next 15 years. 

Through the GI loan program, 
veterans have proved them- 
selves to be among the best fi- 
nancial risks in the country 

With the help of GI loans, 
they have become America's 
largest single group of home- 
owners. Therefore, they pay 
more real estate taxes to States, 
cities and counties than any 
other group of equal siz 

During the past 10 years, a 
total of 3,600,000 veterans — 
one out of every five men and 
women who served in World 
War II — obtained VA-guaran 
teed and insured loans valued 
at $23.5 billion. 

The United States Govern- 
ment stands behind $12 billion 
of the amount, in the form of 
VA guarantees and insurance. 


90 percent of all GI Bill loans 
jobtained by veterans — or 3, 
300,000 for $22.8 billion. 
loans numbered 66,000 for $256,- 
000,000; business loans, 213,000 
for $575,600,000.

‘Among the veterans trained 
were 450,000 engifieers, 180,000 
doctors and nurses, 113,000 
scientists, 243,000 accountants, 
107,000 Sawyers, 36,000 minis- 
ters representing all major re- 
ligious faiths, 17,000 writers 
and journalists. 

Also 438,000 television and 
radio repairmen, 711,000 mech- 
anics, 383,000 construction work- 
ers, 138,000 electricians, 83,000 
barbers and beauty culturists, 
83,000 policemen and firemen,

2. The second largest group 
feels that the Senator “never 
has proof of what he claims” in 
his investigations, and that he 
“condemns people without hav- 
ing the facts to back him up.” 

3. The third most frequently- 
mentioned objection is that he 
‘uses undemocratic methods"— 
methods that are silimar to the 
ones “used by the Russians”

Most eggs are of high quality 
when laid, and usually laying 
of low quality eggs can be cor- 
rected by increasing shell con- 
{tent of the ration and keeping 
tħe birds as cool as possible in 
hot weather. When eggs are of 
low quality, it’s usually a result 
of deterioration after they are 
laid. z 

Dr. Driggers offers these sug- 

gestions to producers: 
Infertile eggs will keep bet- 
ter than fertile ones, so don't 
keep roosters with, the laying 
flock. 

Provide plenty of nests ‘and 
nesting material and keep them 


clean to prevent eggs from 
cracking or getting dirty. 
Gather eggs at least three 


times daily, cool them as quick- 
ly as possible under a shade or, 
better yet, in’ a refrigerated

room with temperature of about 
50 degrees and relative humid- 
ity of 5 percent. Get them to 
market as soon as you can, and 
don’t haul or ship them in a 
hot, rough truck. Keep them 
cool and avoid shaking them up 
enroute to market. 

To handlers and retailers, the 
poultry’ husbandman recom- 
mends that they keep eggs cold 
and moist until sold, avoid stor- 
ing them next to onions, fish, 
and other such products that 
have strong odors, and handle 
{them carefully to avoid crack- 

ing. 

If the home-maker wants high 
quality eggs for her family, Dr. 
Driggers says, she also must do 
her part by keeping the eggs in 
the refrigerator—in a compart- 
ment away from foods or other 
materials that give off odors.
